The draft provides for a Federal 
and democratic regime, © with va 
Parliamentary fovernment, an Ups 
per House representing the States 
nnd guarantees of individual rights. 


While broadly in accord with the 
outlines of a “desirable” German 
constitution laid doyvn jn the Lone 
don slx-power agreement of Jast 
June, it deviates from the Allied 
recommendations in one smportant 
uspect—n greater tendency towards 
the centrolisation of Anancisl power. 


“It ds considered possible that the 
Assembly, after voting on the ‘draft, 
will make a statement to the Allles 
rotting: out the reasons «for their 
financial proposals. - 


The German leaders cre anxious 
fo secure Allied approval, and wilt 
probably remind Vv > tt +2
